His third mate was a widow, Mrs. 
Harrison, a daughter of Jacob Barker. 
She was much older than Mr. Hunt, 
aod shortly after the marriage they 
found they had made a mistake, 
and agreed to disagree; she to go to 
Europe and he to remain io this coun- 
try. While she was in Europe there 
was a divorce act passed by the Louis. 
iana Legislature, containing a clause 
which embraced Hunt's case, and 
abridging the time for decrees. Au- 
other Legislature repealed this act, but 
while it was in force Mr. Hunt insti- 
tuted suit, and obtained a decree of 
absolute divorce. 

A year after this Mr. Hunt married 
Miss Adams of New Orleans. When 
he and his new wife reached New 
York on their wedding trip, the third 
wife, Mrs. Harrison Hunt, 
suit for divorce, alleging adultery. 
The Court decided that under the Lou. 
jisiana law the divorce was legal. Mrs. 
Harrison carried the case to the Uni- 
ted States Supreme Court, which held

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Something New for Singers. 


e ‘resonator’ is the name given 
by Bach to his new inveution 
for increasing the volume and power 
of the human voice when singing. 
This appliance is based on the office

increasing the efficiency of the palate 
in this respect that the resopxtor has 
been designed.

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AN ATTEMPT TO REVIVE APPREN- 
TICESHIP. 


Seven years used to be consid- 
ered not too long a time to spend in 
learning a good trade, and appren- 
ticeship was formerly the rule and not 
the exception as now, Young Amer- 
ica is reluctant to serve an appretice- 
ship to anything, and seldom learns 
anything thoroughly. The tendency 
of the day is toward surface education 
in the work shop as well ar in the 
school. The American is eager for 
results and impatient of means. He 
wants to get rich in a hurry, and gen- 
erally marries in a hurry. He burries 
through life at such a rate that he usu- 
ally goes out of it in a hurry. No Jacobs 
wait twice seven years for Rachel in 
the new world. The American man 


of business scarcely allows himself 


time to eat. This habit of hurrying 
through life has been aptly termed 
„the American disease.” 

One result of the disposition to 
rush through life is a lack of thor- 
oughly competent mechanics. Boye 
want to be journeymen before they 
half know a trade. The effect is a 
host of incompetent mechanics. A 
firm of machinists in Massachusetts 
have found it so hard to get first-class 
workmen that they have made an 
effort to restore the apprentice system, 
and have so far met with success. The 
Tron Age gives the following outline 
of their plan: 

“The term of apprenticeship for 
those beginning to learn a trade, who 
are under 20 years of age, is six years, 
in which time, under this system, it is 
believed an apprentice will be qualifi 
ed to rank with the best journeyman, 
and to earnthe same wages. bus 
who are over 20 years of age are al 
lowed to finish their apprenticeship in 
five years, those who have worked in a 
shop are advanced according to pro- 
ficiency. The beginner is first put to 
drawing from sketches, and then takes 
up projection and d me, and ad- 
vances regularly ing to his abil: 
ity. It is believed that in this way 
one year will qualify him as well to 
work for drawing as four or five years 
ordinarily. All applicants are taken 
on trial for from four to twelve weeks, 
and if not satisfactory they are then 
dismissed. For the first year's labor 
five cents per hour is paid those under 
eighteen, six cents to those who are 
eighteen, and seven cents to those who 
are twenty and upward; for the uex' 
year these rates are advanced to six, 
eight, ten, eleven and twelve cents, 
The firm also pays two cents per hour 
additional into a reserve fund. which 
is paid to those apprentices who finish 


their full term of service; for the six 


years this amounts to $400.” 

Each apprentice under this system 
is required to give each week fifty- 
eight hours to work and nine 
to study. The terms of appren 
ticeship no doubt seem hard 
and the pay light to Nevada boys, but 
a little reflection will show them the 
wisdom of such a thorough course of 
training. It is better to be a master 
of some one trade than to learn to 
tinker a little at a dozen. Massachu- 
setts has not run out of sensible lads, 
for the firm above referred to have 
already had more applications for ap- 
prenticeship than they can accept. 

— NOTES,

TOE BIG WOOD CONTRACT. 


Negotiations Stilt Pending—Surveys Be- 
- ing Made in the Mountains. 


Nothing has yet been decided in re- 
lation to the wood contract talked of 
between Mayberry and the bonanza 
people, but it is thought probable that 
a contract will ultimately be arranged. 
The result of the pending negotiations 
will depend upon what rates can be 
secured for transportation over the 
V. & T. As Mr. Yerington has large 
interests in wood, of course he cannot 
be expected to favor the Mayberry 
project. Should the contract be let, 
it will be for an immense quantity of 
wood, rumor putting the figures at all 
the way from 40,000 to 200,000 cords. 

Mayberry and A. H. Smith are now 
in the mountains about Huater’s creek 
making surveys with a view to the 
construction of flumes, etc. It is said 
that the proposal is to build a flume 
all the way from Mayberry's ranch to 
the V. & T. track here.

How to Cross the Truckee Under Water. 

This ingenious method of crossing 
streams might be tried with advan- 
tage by anglers in the Truckee river, 
who, no matter on which bank they 
may stand, invariably think them- 
selves on the wrong side of the stream: 
„The following is an extract from a 
survey report by Lieut. (now Major) 
Woodthorpe, R. E., written in 1876, 
describing the method which he saw 
practiced by men of the Naga tribes, 
for crossing a deep stream too rapid 
for their feeble powers of swimming, 
and about 20 yards wide: Taking 
large stones in their hands, they waded 
in up to their necks, and throwing up 
their legs and lowering their hands, 
the stones carried them to the bottom, 
along which they crept on all fours 
till they reached the shallows on the 
other side.“ The rough bottom af- 
forded them sufficient hold to with- 
stand the modified current and resist 
flotation.” 


Comfort for Jupiter Stockholders. 

Gen. R. M. Clarke, counsel for the 
Jupiter Co. in the recent suit against 
the Bodie, thus writes to the Bodie 
Free Press concerning the case: “The 
action was trespass, and one of the 
questions, and the ovly one passed 
upon by the jury, was whether the 
Bodie Company had entered or tres- 
passed upon any ledge which has its 
top within the Jupiter side lines. The 
verdict decides that it was not proved 
that defendant entered or trespassed 
upon any such ledge. This leaves the 
title unsettled and still in dispute, 
and leaves the Jupiter Company io 
possession of all the ground which it 
claimed before the suit, and all the 
ledges which have their apices within 
the side lines of the Jupiter locations 
extended down vertically.”

Says the Sentinel: “A lively poker 
game was in progress in one of the 
cozy little rooms.on Main street, not 
far from Bateman,yesterday afternoon, 
which was characterized by some 
‘stiff hands.’

NEW SCHOOL LAW. 


Trustees Forbidden to Contract Debts 
for Public Schools. 


The following important 8 
ment to the School Laws of the State 
of Nevada was passed at the last ses- 
‘sion of the Legislature, and approved 
March 7. 

“When the State and county money 
to which any district is entitled is not 
sufficient to keep the school open in 
such district at least three months ia 
esch year, it is bereby made the duty 
of the Truscees of each district to levy, 
and they shall levy, a district tax up- 
on the taxable property io such dis- 
trict sufficient to raise an amount, 
which, together with the State and 
county money to which such district 
is entitled, as will keep a school open 
three months in each year, aod such 
tax shall be assessed, equalized and 
collected in the manner prescribed for 
assessing, equaliziog and collecting 
taxes voted fur furnishing additional 
school facilities in Section 41 and 42 
of this Act. And it shall not be law- 
ful for the Trustees of any School Dis- 
trict, the fund of which is exhausted, 


to incur any debt, or pledge the credit 


of their district for any amount that 
cannot be paid by the income of the 
district during the year iu which said 
liabilities are incurred. Any contract 
made in violation of the provisions of 
this section shall be null aod void.“

A Settlement of tne Miners’ 
Lewis. 

The Silver State is informed that the 
mining troubles at Lewis have been 
amicably settled. The Miners’ Uniou 
carried its pSint, and about forty min- 
ers have been or will be put to work 
at $4 per day. During the trouble, 
the aine was allowed to fill up with 
water until it flowed io a large stream 
from the mouth of the incline on the 
surface. Much danger from caving is 
apprehended from this, as the hanging 
or back ground has always been con- 
sidered very shaky, and accidents are 
predicted in consequence. The Starr 
& Grove mill is running its fifteen 
stamp» steadily on good ore, and as 
soon asthe work of putting in five 
extra stamps iu the Eagle mill (making 
it a fiſteen- stamp mill) is completed, 
which will be in a few days, thirty 
stamps will be in full blast in this 
district.

Republicans in Control of the Senate. 
Wasurnoton, March 18. 

Within an hour after the Senate met 
the Republicans had control of that 
body and secured the appoinment of 
the Committees agreed upon in their 
caucus, This was effected by the vote 
of Mahone and the casting vote of Ar- 
thur. An immense audience was 
present—in fact, too large a one for 
comfort or the seating capacity of the 
galleries. The floor of the Senate was 
also crowded with distinguished visit- 
ors, including some members of the 
Cabinet and many Representatives. 

The proceedings moved along ia an 
orderly maoner, with no apparent ex- 
citement. As soon as Senator Frye 
was sworn in, Anthony, Chairman of 
the Republican caucus, offered the list 
of committees prepared ip caucus as 
an amendment to the resolution offer- 
ed a number of days ago by Pende’- 
ton. The yeas and nays were ordered 
on agreeing to the resolution, and they 
were taken in almost perfect silence. 
When the name of Mahone was called 
and he respooded in the affirmative, a 
sigh of relief went up from hundreds 
of those present. The vote stood 37 
to 37, andthe Vice-President said that 
the vote being a tie he would vote in 
the affirmative and declare the resolu- 
tion adopted.
